STEAM ENGINES IN 1543. 

It appears from a late valuable publication, Na- 
varete's Collection of Spanish Voyages and Discore- 
ries, that the first known experiment of propelling | 
a vessel by the agency of steam, was je at Bar- | 
celona, more than eighty-five years before the idea 
of procuring motion by means of it was first started | 
by Brancas in Italy ; more than a century before | 
this power was applied to any useful purpose by { 
the marquis of Worcester in England; and near 
three centaries before Fulton, adapting and com- 
bining the inventions of a host of contemporary 
mechanics, successfully solved the same wonderful 
problem in the United States. Singular, however, 
as the fact may be, it is fully established by various | 
documents lately found in the archieves of Siman- 
cas, and is so cireumstantially stated as to be incon- 
trovertible.

In the year 1543, a certain sea-officer, called 
Blasco de Gavay, offered to exhibit before the em- 
peror Charles V. a machine by means of which a 
vessel should be made to move, without the assis- 
tance of either sails or oars. Though the proposal 
appeared ridiculous, the man was so much in ear- | 
nest, that the emperor appointed a commission to | 
witness and report upon the experiment. ‘The ex- 
periment was made the 17th of June, 1543, on board | 
a vessel called the Trinidad, of two hundred bar- | 
rels’ burden, which had lately arrived with wheat 
from Colibre. The vessel was seen at a given mi 
ment to move forward, and tuin about at pleasure, | 
without sail or oar, or human agency, and without | 
any visible mechanisin, except a huge boiler of hot 
water, and a complicated combination of 2 
amd paddles.

He 
departed amidst the cheers and good wishes of the 
great crowd which had assembled.

By the Liverpool packet ship South America, 
Capt Marshall. 

The Irish coercion bill has passed the House of 
Commons by a majerity of 259, and in consequence 
of the amendments made to it in that body, is re- 
turned to the house of Lords. The number of 
troops kept in Lreland by the British government, 
appears, from the debates to be no less than 2*,000 
men, or about one fourth of their whole standing 
army. 

A change has taken place in the British Cabinet, 
though it will not probably be attended with any 
change in its policy. Lord Goderich, who was Co- 
lonial Secretary, has become Lord Privy Seal, va- 
cated by the resignation of Lord Durham. Mr 
Stanley succeeds Lord Goderich; and Sir John 
Cam Hobhouse succeed Mr. Stanley as Secretary 
for lreland. 

On the important subject of slavery in the West 
Indies, the premier, Earl Grey, in reply to some 
questions put to him, said, “ he was anxious for the 
abolition of slavery, but he was not prepared to de- 
clare for immediate emancipation, without consid- 
ering the consequences that might flow from such 
a measure. 

From France there is nothing important. The 
situation of the Duehess de Berri is still the cause 
of a good deal of debate. The Carlists are clamor- 
ing for her immediate liberation, and affirm that her 
health is greatly impaired; this is denied by the 
friends of the government, who eay that her health 
is as good “as can be expected.” 

No change is perceptible in the conduct of the 
King of Holland; he continues to reinforce his 
squadron in the Scheldt; and in an interview with 
his late Ainbassadorin London, Zuylen van Nye- 
velt, has expressed his determination not to submit 
to conditions which he considered unjust. 

Some doubt still hangs over Turkis affairs. It 
does not appear to be positively known whether the 
Egyptian troops have advanced to Smyrna or not; 
still it seems placed beynd a doubt, that the inter- 
vention of the great powers will prevent any fur-| 
ther hostilities between the Porte and the Pacha. 

The King of Wirtemburg bas dissolved the Le- 
gislative Chamber of his dominions abruptly, and | 
some of the Journals look forward to a serious re- 
sistance to his will on the part of the people. We 
will endeavor, at an early day to give the partien- 
lars. 

The most interesting news is from Portugal, 
where two fresh attacke have been made by the 
troops of Don Miguel and successfully repelled.— | 
We fear the Constitutionalists will finally be com- | 
pelled to retire.
